The 
Flefhred, where the Omtntum fluck, otber parts whitiih, 
yellowiflj, and fomewhat livid j except the Tongue, which 
had thenatural foftnefsaud colour. All the inward Parts 
were difcolour'd with a blackiflwefs, except the Heart, 
which was red • and withoutany ifTuing blood. 

The Forehead, Ears, Eyes and Nofe , were cover'd with 
a Caltous fubftance, as thick as the breadth of a finger: 
which beingtaken away, the parts appeared, as in tbe Fi« 
gure. 

The Cutns being cur, the Teeth appeared inthe adultnefs 
of thote in grown perfons.The Body had no bad fineII,though 
kept three days out of the Mothers Belly. The lengthof 
the Body from the Buttocks to tbe top of the Head , about 
ii Inches. TheMother diedabout theSixty fourthyearof 
herAge.
